Reform of the Civil Service. 


Penclleton in Support of His Own 


Bill; Voorhees Against it. _ 


SENATOR PESDLETON. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. IS.—Mr. Poiidloton, in 


support oC his 
bill in tho senate, gave

patronage 
system. 
Ho 


said that of :;,40d persons on the rolls of tho 
treasury department 1,500 are- not employed 
by authority of law, and are paid not from 
liny appropriations mado by congress, but out 
of other funds; that 1,700 had been put ou tho 
lolls at the pleasure of tho secretary of the 
treasury, and '.hat an army of unauthorized 
detectives, inspectors, deputies, and agents 
have been sent ovur the country at every elec- 
tion, 
lie- quoted from tho testimony of Mr. 


Graves, superintendent of the- National Bank 
Redemption agency, and formerly a civii-ser- 
vice examiner, tho following startling state- 
ment: 


'•The economy of the propossod system should 


be clearly brought out. Kvery one knows! that 
under (he present aystem there id a constant 
pressure upon the departments to make ap- 
pointments, and as a consequence there is a 
like pressure by the heads of tlio departments 
upon their subordinate.-* to devise pretexts for 
taking cm new dorks. That state of things 
was entirely changed under the civil-sjervice 
rules. 
Under these rules thoro eould ho no 


pi'e.i.-uro iu favor of any particular person, 
and the heads of bureaus and departments did 
not ask to have the machinery of examina- 
tions, set in motion unless there was an ab-o- 
lule necessiily for the employment of clork.-i. 
A considerable amount of money was saved 
to the treasury during the experiment by the 
hipssing of the salaries of places which other- 
wise would inevitably have been t-lloil. 


'•The extravagance of the present system 


was well shown in the examination of tho 
bureau of engraving and printing by a com- 
mittee, of which I was chairman. Of a force 
of 
U1S pct'sions, 5:j!l, with annual salaries 


amounting to ?:i'.l!),000, were found to bo su- 
perfluous) and wore discharged. 
The com- 


mittee reported that for years the force in 
some branches had been twice and even three 
times as groat as tho work required. In oi.u 
division a sort of platform had been built un- 
derneath the iron roof, about seven feet above 
the floor, to accommodate the surplus count- 
ers. It appeared that the room was of ample 
size without this contrivance for all the per- 
sons really 
needed. 
In 
another division 


were found twenty messengers doing work 
which it was found could be done by one. Tho 
committee reported that the system of patron- 
age wan chielly responsible! for tho extrava- 
gance and irregularities which had marked tho 
administration 
of 
the 
bureau, 
and 


declared that it hail cost the people mill- 
ions of dollars in that branch of the service 
alone. 
Under this system the oflico had been 


mado to servo the purpose of an almshouse or 
asylum." 


In consequence of this report tho annual ap- 


propriation for the printing bureau wa* re- 
duced from SSOO.UOU to 5:.W,000, and out of tho 
first year's savings was built tho tine building 
now occupied by that bureau. 


He went on to say that another abuse under 


the present civil service system which thin bill 
soti.^ht to corre.-; was the lapsing of salari::-' of 
clerks, l-'or inst.uieu, where out: m-in was em- 
ployed by law at a salary of •M.SH 
1 poramnnn 


three women wore sometimes sub.stiuited e:.eh 
tit a salary of -U'lOJ a year. 
In one instance 


thirty-live clerks were put on tin 
1 "inline roll" 


in order lo show up an amount of nionev that 
h.id otherwise been left over and saved to the 
government. A senator, whose name hewouid 
no: mention, but who would recogni/o the re- 
mark, had told him what a certain secretarv 
of one of tho departments had said on a Kim', 
ilar subject. 
It was that there v.'eve sevi-nh-en 


clerks in his department for whom l-.o could 
tiiul no employment. 
He said instead of these 


seventeen snpertlnous clerks he needed ono 
clerk of a higher grado at a good Hilary, 
lint 


instead of providing for such a clerk "the ap- 
propriations havo been made otherwise, end 
the political presMuru had been so great that he 
waa compelled to put these seventeen super- 
fluous clerks on the roll. 


SENATOR HAWLF.Y. 


Mr, Hawley said something ni'.ist be done-:o 


reform tho civil service. The continuance jt 
the- present system was rendered impossible, 
not only by the evils developed under it. but 
also by the extraordinary growth of 
tho 


country and the consoqnon: increase in tho 
number of public olliccs. 
Formerly it was 


not unrcasoiiiiblo to expect tlm". in everv 
,buroau of the service tho chief should IKIV'C 
personal knowledge of the character and :;t- 
nesa of his subordinates, but this could not be 
expected now, when 
single departments 


aud ollices, like the treusurv and tlio \ew 
IVork custom house, have a'greater num- 
ber of employes than the whole government 
had in its early days. 
The old rule wns that 


thu po\yer aud" duty of making removals w;u 
vested in the president alone,, and it was bet- 
ter than the ono that 1ml been practiced of 
•iatc. The employes of the government knew 
very well tlmt good conduct and ellieioncy 
would givo them, at best, oniy partial protec- 
tion, so they were compelled constantlv to seek 
to strengthen their "imltionce" until the word 
has become a slang term among them, ami 
they say to each other: "Who is vonr intlu- 
euce?" '-.My iulluonco is dead," or "My inllii- 
euco is out of public life now; I must get 
eonio now influence!." So, not incrulv when a 
now president or a new head of a de'partmont 
conies in, but whenever a new bureau chief is 
appointed, there is a hurrying and scurrviii" 
among the whole territicd" flock to strength- 
en themselves with additional '•intluen'eo." 
Mr. Hawiy discussed at length the main points 
of the I'cndlelon bill. It did not pretend to 
cover the whole ground of civil service ro- 
form, aud people should not bo too sanguine 
in their expectations as to Its effects; but it 
vra.9 based upon practical experience, aud 
would undoubtedly greatly improve tlio sor- 
viea.

The train which loft Jersey City on 


tho Pennsylvania RoatI nbout'tj o'clock 
yesterday afternoon was composed of 
ten passenger cars, containing 020 per- 
sons.

crowded that men stood in tho aisle. 
Tito train soon began to reovo swiftly, 
and when about a ruilo east of the Hack- 
ensack bridge it was goino; a! tho rate 
of forty miles an hour. Suddenly smoko 
and lire poured through the front door 
of the smoldng-ear, wliioli was open, 
iftid created consternation among the 
passengers. 
Tho roaring 
11 amcs"\vero 


swept back from the engine, and they 
almost hill both it and the tender from 
sight. "Shut tho door, shut the door!" 
was shouted. The door was closed, but 
almost immediately it Hew open again, 
and the engineer and lireman emerged 
from the fire and smoko and stumbled 
into the car. 
The train dashed on, with 


no one to govern tho onn-ine. 
Men 


rushed to the rear platt'oni" and there 
met a frightened crowd from the next 
car. 
Others raised windows, only to 


realize at what speed the train was go- 
ing, and to know that to jump out 
would be death. 
" Gut to that closet," shouted Engi- 


neer (Uis Sieg to tho lireman. pointino- 
to the rear of the car, " and work the 
air brakes." 


But the passage was blocked with 


passengers, and the fireman found it 
impossible to make headway. 


'• What is going to bo ilo'iio?" asked 


Theodore Reeves, of Newark", of the. 
engineer. 


The latter made no reply, but rushed 


back through 
tho 
fiery 
door-wav, 


climbed upon the tender and disap- 
peared ill tlio flames. 
Although fanned 


liy the wind the tire was burning moro 
fiercely than before. The engineer's 
cab was completely enveloped. "Nearly 
a minute passed, and then the train 
eame to a .-top on the bridge over tho 
Hackensaek River, and tho passengers 
knew that the engineer had put on^tlie 
air brakes and reversed tbe cno-ine. 
The train having come to a standstill, 
tht; llames now shot upward and no 
longer concealed tho lender. 
Those 


wito stood nearest to tho door saw a 
man's head in the water-lank or. tli2 
tender. 
Two men rushed forward and 


lifted out tho engineer. He had jumped, 
into the water to extinguish the lire 
that was consuming him, and was 
found leaning, weak and only half con- 
scious, /against tho side of tho tank. 
His clothes had been burned ofi, and 
his f.osh was scorched on his body and 
legs. 
From both hands tho llesh huno- 


in'shreds. 
° 


They dipped water i.i pails from the 


river, and put out the flames. Con- 
ductor Whelplcy put Sieg on another 
train, and had him removed to Jersey 
City. Passengers who saw him were 
forced to tears as they praised his self- 
sacrilico. 
One of them said last evea- 


iug:" Of all magnificent and brave men 
he is the best. \Y~u hadn't words enough 
to express our sense of his heroism, "if 
he dies he will be a martyr. He saved 
a trainful of passengers from an appar- 
ently certain and horrible: death, and 
if the Pennsylvania Road doesn't tako 
can; of him and his, I'll issue a call for 
the passengers to meet and take ac- 
tion." 


The train was run to Newark by the 


lireman. 
Sieg lay in .St. Francis" Hos- 


pital, Jersey City, last night, in a pre- 
carious condition, but it was hoped by 
the physicians that he might recover. 
He is thirty-eight years old, and is mar- 
ried. John O'Darc, of Hudson street, 
this city, said last evening: 


"Tho engineer did not^in fact, leave 


his post at all. 1 saw tho fireman come 
into the smoking-car. 
About a minute- 


afterward the engineer came over the 
tender to where I was standing, on tlio 
front platform of the smoking-car. 
Hu 


was all on (ire. I heard him say some- 
thing, but the only words f caught were: 
'Save the passengers.' He pointed to 
something in the engine, which, 1 un- 
derstood, was to control the brakes. 
I 


crept forward beneath the llames, and 
tried to keep what he pointed at in 
view, and then, in my excitement, I 
pulled at the bell rope. 
1 don't know 


whether 1 did any good or not, but the 
train came to a standstill. Then 1 lifted 
the cover ofi 
1 the water tank, nnd tho 


engineer got into the water. 
He stood 


aMiis post, I say, and never left it." 


The accident was caused by the blow- 


back forcing the flames out o£ the fur- 
nace when "tho door was open. 
The 


cab was badly charred, and in some 
places the wood was entirely burned 
away. 


The engine was furnished only a few 


days ago with a new patent valve, de- 
signed to drive the exhaust s'eam up 
through the smoke stack. 
The burst- 


ing of a pipe allowed the steam to rush 
into the furnace, and blow (ho (ire and 
smoke out through tho open door.—N. 
y. i^iin.

eceased were on the fifth floor, west of 
le hallway, and in L-ont, and were used 
esides living and sleeping purposes, in 
he propigabou of houso plants and tlow- 
is, he devoting his entire tiino to that 
uaiuess. He was in the habit of going 
way from tho city and remaining three 
r four days at a time, consequently the 
amihe's residing in the building took no 
otice o£ his absence. 
Yesterday otter- 


oon between two and three o'clock, Mr. 
Villiam Funk, wbo occupies rooms on 
ho lower floors of the same building, 
pent to Roberfs' rooms for the purpose 
f a friendly cell and visit. Upon arriv- 
ng at the room he found the door partly 
pan, and looking !'i he saw Mr. Robeits 
yiug on the floor, as he thought asleep; 
e went into the room, rncl upon looking 
nto bis face he was horror stricken at the 
ight, and hastened to the room below aud 
nformed Mr. H. F. Hagernian. These 
wo went back and looked at the body, 
nd then infoimed Marshal Hogar, Jus- 
co of tho Peace M. S. Pochard being 
nformed by themarsbn!, a coroner's jury 


summoned, composed of tho follow- 


ug gentlemen,—Messrs. J, W. Bate?, II. 
i. Skavlem, R. W. Burton, John Brown 
?homns Hogan, and W.B. Ctishmau, aud 
fter viewing the remains in the room, 
ho jury and witnesses repaired to tho of- 
co of Dr. Henry Palmer, when the in- 
uest was held.

at the door; he (Roberts) called him his 
boy; 
I had not mentioned hearing the 


noise iu the room to Mr. Funk; we are 
not in tho habit of meeting: I am here 
every night; I have been at home ill! the 
week except one day; Robeits wr.s in 
good health; ha was not a drinking man, 
and bad said so to my wife; I was not in- 
timately acquainted with Koberh; saw 
him since he moved into tho block; thore 
is an entrance at each floor at the back 
stairs; I should not be able to hear any 
ono entering from tbo back stairs; I did 
not notice any snow at tho door; on Wed- 
nesday Mrs. Millie Clark and my wife 


went up to see Boberts about some flow- 
ers, and then Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Daly; 
they knocked at tho door, it was closed; 
do not know if it was locked. 


Dr, Henry Palmer being duly sworn 


testified in substance as follows: I have 
known H. G. Boberts for ten or twelve 
years; I have treated him professionally; 
some two years ago was tbe last time I 
prescribed for him; at that time he was 
suffering from epilepsy, and had occas- 
ional attacks; I do not know how long; 
he [.told ma some years; some times he 
would bo free and then the attacks would 
be more [freqnant; I Lhave no personal 
knowledge of his condition since then; I 
examined his body to-day, I found tho

found it;

that death occurred some days previous;

Dr. S. S. Judd, being sworn, testified 


that he had been acquainted with the de- 
ceased tsn or tvrelva years, and had pre- 
scribed for him for epilepsy within tho 
last two years; within a year-he called up- 
on me, and stated that he had two or 
three attacks a week, then he would be 
free from it for throe or four weeks; I 
never saw him under 1he influence of one 
uC these attacks; I was called once, but 
he recovered before I reached him; the 
condition I found him in was tho same as 
iucl;.cated by Dr. Palmer, rnd I could but 
reiterate 
what 
he 
has 
said; 


the deceased had fallen on his face, on 
his left sid e, m hands under him; that 
he had fallen ;u ono of these attacks; and 
that there wero no signs of violence. 


John W. Allen testified that he wont 


to Iloberts' rooms on Tuesday afternoon, 
at the request of Mrs. Spenco, to procure 
llowcra for tho funeral o£ the late S. C 
Wood; that ho found the door locked; 
ho soon utter started to go again, but 
seciug no light, he did not go up. 


Mr. Funk again stated that ho was al- 


most Bare that it was Monday or Tues- 
day last that ho saw jBoberts on Bluff 
street, wilh a basket of llowers, yet he 
would m.it be positive,—but it was a cold 
day. 


Dr. Palmer further stated that the body

He was around 
until last evening in his usual degree of 
health, but this morning died sudden 
from a stroke of apoplexy. 


Victor Jouauueault has had a remarka- 


ble career. Us wan born in France on 
the 3d of June, 1898. When only 19 he 
was graduated from the university of 
France, with the expectation of joining 
the priesthood. Soon after his gradua- 
tion he became a tutor in fho family of 
tho king of Belgium, where he remained 
three years, Aft";rward ho entered Stouey- 
haust college, England, as professor ot 
tho French language. While m this in- 
stitution he taught Moriis O'Conneli, son 
of the celebrated Irish orator and agita. 
tor, Daniel O'Conuoll. Thence he wont 
to Ireland aud became professor of mod- 
ern languages iu thoTuam college, where 
he remained but a short time. About 
ISiO he came to the United States, and 
was ordained a priest at Now Orleans 
and was afterwards transferred to the 
Wisconsin diocese, and eel-tied at Min- 
eral Point.
